SeventeenYears with Savages 


NARCISSE PELEETIER'S LIFE AMONG THE 
BLACKS OF THE AUSTRALIAN CONTINENT 
STRANGE, EVENTFUL HIsToRyY— 


WHAT A MAN MAY SUFFER AND YET 
SURVIVE.

Sypwey, N. S., June 5.—The following 
sketch of the history of Narcisse Pellotior 
who was rescued after seventeen years' re- 
sidence with a savage tribe, was drawn up 
from his statement by Lieut. Ottley, RE, 
@ passenger On board the steamer Brisbane, 
and published in tho Sydney papers ;— 
A YRENCH BOY'S PATE. 

Narcisse Pierre Pelletier, or Peltier, the 
son of a shoemaker at St. Giles, near Bor- 
deau, occupied in 1858 the post of cabin- 
boy in the ship St. Paul, of Bordeaux, 
during a voyage from China to Australia, 
whither she was conveyingsome350 Ohineso 
emigrants, One moonless night the ship 
struck on a reef in the Louisdade group of 
islands, and soon became a total wreck. 
The captain, crew and immigrants, how- 
ever, reached the island in safety, some in 
boats and others along the reef. One of 
the three boats was damaged on the rocks, 
and the pemenuing two being quite inade- 
quate to convey all hands to any other land 
it became evident that the crew, if they 
wished to save themselves, must leave the 
Chinese to shift for themselves. 

AMONG THE BLACKS, 


Accordingly the Europeans made for the 
neighboring islands, where, however, they 
were attacked by the blacks and forced to 
retire, leaying behind them in the hands 
of the savages three men—the second offi- 
cer, a sailor and ae apprentice. During 
this attack, Narcisse received a violent 
blow on the head with a stone, but 
ed to reach the boat. Mucli as the crew 
dreaded the Chinese they dreaded the say- 
ages more, and accordingly returned to the 
island which had first afforded them refuge. 
Once more in comparative security, their 
former fears returned,and they held a con- 
sultation as to what should be done, it be- 
ing finally decided to embark in silence at 
dead of night when all the Chinese should 
be asleep. 


AT SEA AGAIN. 
TNarcisse, overhearing what was said, 
followed the sailors down in the boat and 
embarked with them in their new venture. 
it would seom that the captain told the 
men that he should make for a country 
where they would either fall in with Eng- 
lish settlements or English vessels. The 
duration of the voyage is. uncertain, but 
must have been considerable, as the dis- 
tance traversed cannot have been less than 
600 miles. It seems clear, however, that 
the crow endured great hardships, forshay- 
ing no fire, they lived on flour and such 
uncooked birds as they could catch or 
knock down ; and further, that for some 
threo or four days before sighting the 
Australian coast their supply of fresh 
water ran out. The point where thoy 
landed is known as ‘‘First Bod Rocky _ 
Point,” south of Cape Direction. Raging . 
with thirst, the crew, consisting of the 
captain, some seven men, and Narcisso, 
drow tho boat up on to the beach, and 
searched for water. At length their soarch 
was rewarded by finding a sinall waterhole, 
but the supply proved insuflicient for all, 
and was consumed by the men, leaving 
none for the poor little cabin boy, already 
half dead from hunger, thirst, and expos 
ure, and with feet cut to pieces by tho 
shatp coral of the reef. 
THEIR THIRST ASSUAGED,

political hypocrisy proclaimed his creed and 
determination; the party went to the 
polls on the cry, strengthened  them- 
selves by the strategy—but in August 
1858, no sooner was this ‘Reform’ 
leader called upon to form a Goyern 
ment, than he crushed the life out of 
every living issue, and did the very oppo- 
site of what was once promised (1) by tak- 
ing more Roman Catholics into his Cabinet 
than had ever held portfolios since the U- 
nion. (2.) By taking seven colleaguesinto 
his Ministry knowing them to be opposed 
to representation by population, and (3) by. 
solemnly agreeing with certain of them that 
no change should be made in the reparate 
school act until a commissioner (said to be 
the late lamented D'Arcy McGee,) visited 
Europe and reported upon the school sys- 
tems in vogue there ! More than that, he 
called into his Cabinet men whom he had 
maligned and abused—sat cheek-by-jowl 
with the Hon. L. H. Holton, of whom he 
had spoken as follows not one year before : 
—‘'There was a time, sir, and that not far 
“gone, when the hon. gentleman (Mr, Hol- 
ton) desired to make Canada a part of the 
“neighboring Republic, * * * * ‘oe 
“votes here to-day on the bill sith one 
‘hundred thousand. pounds at stake on it.” 
He called in Mr. Drummond, of whom he 
had asserted not three months before :-— 
‘‘Mr, Drummond had once a reputation, 
‘but it has gone now and canneverreturn,” 
in fact his Administration was chieflycom- 
posed of men with whom ho had utterly 
disagreed—and these he coalesced with sim- 
ply for power and power's emoluments and 
patronage. From that day the doom of 
Mr. George Brown as parliamentary leader 
of the “Reform” party was sealed ; when 
he went out of power he stayed there for 
many years, for the people had learned 
that he yearned not for the public weal, 
but personal aggrandizement. From 1807 
to 1872 the ‘ Reformers” agitated for the 
maintenance of certain principles; (1) No 
coalitions ; (2.) A reduction of Cabinet 
ministers ; (3.) No support tobe purchased ~ 
by the distribution of offices and patronage; 
(4.) Economy and reduction of public ex- — 
penditures ; (6.) No corruption at elections! 
And what wasthe result! In 1873 upon 
the resignation of Sir John Macdonald five 
of that honorable gentleman's former sup- 
porters were requosted to join the Govern- 
ment formed by Mr, Alexander Mackenzie, 
the leader of the ‘Reform’ party and one 
who had but shortly before declared that 
“to bring into the Cabinet the member of 
an opposing party was coalition !" Such 
men as Ross, Coffin, Burpee, Smith and 
Laird, received portfolios, Mr. Cartwright, _ 
a Conservative, was made the Finance 
Minister, and R. W. Scott, who up to the 
present tune describes himself as a Laberal 
Yonservative, was appointed Secretary of 
State. Then, instead of a reduction of 
Cabinet ministers thenumber was increased 
from thirteen to fifteen; and although Mr. 
Blake had argued against non-portfolio 
offices because ‘any number of such offices 
‘might be created and the whole house 
‘controlled by placemen who no 
‘were servants of the Crown”—yet two 
Ministers were thus appointed, one of them 
being the Hon. E. Blake, whose language 
we have quoted above. Again, “no sup~ 
port was to be purchased by patronage “= 
merit was to be the standard | What have 
we found?

IMMENSE CROWDS. 
BIAGK AND YANKEE FLAGS DISPLAYEO, 


DISAGREEMENTS AND ROWS. 


Dusiin, Aug. 6th, 1875, 

The grand parade in honor of Daniol O' 
Jonnell and in celebration of the one hun- 
redth anniversary of the birthday of the 
reat Irish Liberator, took placein this city 
o-day. Ninety thousand men marched in 
he column of procession. Thousands of 
people from the neighboring cities and from 
England and Scotland, were present, 

THE STAT. 

At eleven o'clock the monster phalanx of 
patriotic Irishmen and lovers of the mem- 
ry of O'Connell began their march, Great 
enthusiasm prevailed. ‘The green flag of 
Erin was seen hanging from the house-tops, 
and with it, in many places, the Stars and 
Stripes floated side Vy side. The great 
corps was composed ax follows ixty 
thousand representatives were present from 
the leading trades societies and working- 
men's unions in Dublin and other Trish 

es. There were also 25,000 members of 
various social, religious and benevolent-so- 
cietica, 


THE YENIAN SYMPATHIZERS 
The various “‘ circles” or societies of the 
Amnesty Association, turned out to the 
nuinber of fully 10,000 men. + This organi- 
vation demands of the British Government 
the release from imprisonment of the Fen- 
ians now in detention in the jails and peni- 
tentiaries of Great Britain. The amni 
brotherhood made it a point to get to Cal 
lege Green before the procession forméd, 
As they pane along the other waiting 
ranks of the processionists, the men of the 
trades societies raised their hats and ealnt- 
ed them, showing a mutual understanding 
and good will existing between both divis- 
ions of men as Irish patriots, 

ORDER BRE-ESTABLISHED, 

After order had been re-established the 
procession got under way again, and soon 
reached Sackville street, where it was re- 
ceived with deafening cheers, The proces- 
sion arrived at Sackville strect about two 
o'clock. Meantime the coal porters, who 
were organized as a workingmen’s society 
and were carrying little American flags, to 
the number of a hundred or 80, made a di- 
yersion and got the head of the column, 
thereby putting the amnesty and home rule 
party in the second place. 

A WLACK BANNER. 

The amnesty men displayed a big black 
banner at the head of their line, and car- 
ried small banners of the same color, each 
inscribed in white— 

‘Remember the Prisonezs in chains,” 

A struggle again took place for prece- 
dence as the column neared the endof the 
route. The amnesty men, with their huge 
black banner, pushed forward with the in- 
iention of being the first upon the plat- 
form. - 


A GENERAL KUSH. 

The general mob madea rush at the same 
time, and a scone of great confusion and 
excitement ensued. The amnesty men 
climbed up one side of the platform just as 
the coal porters ascended the other, so that 
both got on together on the common plat- 
form. Each party seemed satisfied with 
the victory thus achieved, and while affairs 
looked very threatening for a few minutes 
no blows were interchanged. 

o'HXGAN’S ADDRESS NOT, READ. 

The Right Honorable the lord Mayor 
attempted to read Lord O'Hagan's address 
on the Jife and setyices of O'Connell, but 
the interruption was so great he could not 
proceed, and simply announced to the mul- 
titude that the address wot ld be published 
and circulated. 

ISAAC BUTT, M. P., SPBAKS. 

Mr. Isaac Butt, M. P., was then called 
forward. He said that he had not been 
invited by the Committeo of Arangements, 
but that in obedience to the repeated calls 
of the assemblage, h» would make a brief 
spoech. He counselled pesooand moderation. 


O'CONNOR POWER'S SPBECH. 

Mr. O'Connor Power, M. P., followed 
| after Professor Butt, He said he had been 
invited to participate in the speechmaking 
on the platform, but he declined for the 
reason that a whig pensioner of England— 
Lord O'Hagan—had been selected as the 
spokesman of the Irish nation. Ho had 
como forward now, because the conspirators 
who attempted to strike a blow against the 
cause of Irish nationality had fled, and the 
voice of the Irish nationalists must find 
full expression. O'Connell repelled with 
scorn the Chancellorship bribe which was 
offered him by the British Government. It 
was an insult to his memory to nominate a 
whig pensioner of the same government to 
stand forth as the representative of the 
Liberator’s principles. 

‘Tho remarks of Mr, Butt and Mr, 
Power were greetod with great applause 
by the multitude. An amnesty meeting 
was subsequently heldin the hall of the 
Mechanics’ Institute.

I haye often seen him sit- 
ting at his desk in the court house while a 
trial was going on, paying no attention to 
the proceedings, but absorbed in a copy of 
the Scientific American. From study there 
is only a step to practice, He dabbled in 
all kinds of patents and inyentions. He 
took interest in mining operations, For 
his experiments he mbeded money, and to 
get money hehad recourse to all kinds of 
‘oxpedients.

Sixty persons notified the Inspector of their | 
intention to compete for Third Class County | 
Certificates. Of these eleven did not appear. 
Thirteen were succestful. From two of these 
the Board were reluctantly compelled to with- 
hold Cértifientes, both being under the requir- | 
ed aged age (16,) Each passed a very credit- 
able Examination, Alwilda Clarke having ob- | 
tained 204 inarks more than the minimum, 

Of the oleven candidates for Third Class to | 
whom Certificates. have been issued, seven 
formerly held Certificates of the same grade. 
Four of these obtained certificates for two 
years, and three certificates valid for three 
years. 

‘Tho average number of marks obtained by 
the successful candidates for County Certifi- 
cates was 670, 95 more than the minimum 
number of marks required for a Certificate. 


Of the unsuccessful candidates, one, Emily 
L, Castleton, obtained 573 marks, 2 less than 
the minimum required. Ellen Outwaters fell 
short but 6 marks, and a third would have 
been successful had she obtained but 11 addi- 
tional marks. 

The average number of marks obtained in 
Education and School Law by successful can- 
didates for Third Class were 76, 74 below the 
maximum (150) in that subject, and 1 above 
the minimum, 

In Arithmetic,the average obtained was 93, 
seven less than the minimum, 

In History, the average was 72, three less 
than the minimum, 

In Goography,71 was the average obtained, 
4 less than the minimum. 


In Writing, Reading, Spelling and Compo- 
sition, the averages were 60, 54, 69 and 50 
respectively, the maximum being 75 in each 
subject, 

In Grammar, an average of 124 was obtaiu- 
ed, the maximum being 200. 

The regulations require for Third Class 50 
per cent of the aggregate number of marks. 

In Grammar the improvement was pleasing. 
In some other subjects, notably in Arithme- 
tic, there is room for much improvement. 

Intending candidates cannot impress them- 
selves too forcibly with the fact that the suc- 
cessful competitor for a Teacher's Certificate 
must apply himself, or herself, earnestly and 
perdistently to the study of all the subjects in 
the programme for Examination. 
efforts made during a few months will not do, 

As eleven worls mis-spelled in the Dicta- 
tion Exercise will destroy the value of the 
paper, and as one merit is to be deducted in 
the ordinary papers for each case of incorrect 
spelling, it is highly important that every ef- 
fort should be made to become proficient in 
orthography. 

In Grammar and Arithmetic too great a 
degree of thoroughness cannot be attained. 

In the subject of Education and School Law 
much improvement can be made, Attendance 
en a Tench Institute, together with a care- 
ful study of some good text book on the sub- 
ject of teaching, will contribute very materi- 
ally to success. 

The Board of Examiners aro sorry to notice 
the small number of male candidates for Cer- 
tificates. They would not wish to discourage

The anticipated visit to England 

twelve of the Montreal Tacttaae clu with 

the Caughnawaga Indians has revived an 

interest in one of the historical associations 

of our national game, which ix briefly told 

in the following extract from ‘I i 

the National Game of Canada,” published 

by Dawson Brow. 

The fact that the victims of the massacre 

were British soldicrs, and the refesal of 

the forefathers of these Iroquois Indians 

who are poing with the whites to partici- 
pate in the bloody work, gives a spécial in- 
terest in England to this national visit which 
no field sport but Lacroase—fortunately— 

is able to supply, The detachinent of pol- 
diers was under command of Captain Et- 
herinton, Licut, Leslic and Lieut, Jamette. 
It ought to be interesting in England to 
see the tribe of Indians who, eyen in a 
savage state, and at times indulging in can- 
nibalism, proved ao faithful to the “British 
Crown through « Jong series of conflicts. 

A manuscript of the time speaks of the 
tribes having “boiled and eaten Sir Robt. 
Dayers,” and that one Indian ‘had the 
skin of Capt, Robertson's arm for a tobac- 
co pouch.” The Troquoia was the only

tribe that refused to join in the massacre, 
the details of which are given below. The

destroy the English garrisons between 1761 © 
and 1762 were discovered and frustrated ; 
but at the close of the latter year was 
planned the ‘Conspiracy of Pontiac.’ Pon- 
tiac was the great chief of the Ottawas, and 
head of the confederacy formed by that 
tribe, the Ojibways and Pottawattamies. 
The war belt of black and purple wampum 
had been sent to all the nations of the Ohio 
and its tributaries, the upper lakes, the 
borders of the river Ottawa, and the mouth 
of the Mississippi, and with the exception 
of the Iroquois confederacy—except the 
Senecas, who joined the rest—all the 
tribes accepted the invitation and prepared 
for war. Pontiac held several councils of: 
the warriors, the plans were discussed and 
decided upon, but nothing was said of the 
ball play snare... It would seem as if that 
portion of the plan was a new ruse decided 
upon after the failure of the first attenipt 
upon Detroit ; as the scheme there tried 
and frustrated through the revelations of 
an Ojibway girl, was to obtain admittance 
to the fort and, during a council meeting,” 
suddenly fall upon and massacre the officers:

The terrible forest fires which have de- 
vastated entire sections of the Ottawa dis- 
trict during the present season and work- 
-edsuch ruin both here and in other parts of 
the country, should prompt the  Pro- 
vincial Government of Ontario and Quebec 
to introduce some method of a nature cal- | 
culatedto protect the public from those | 
ever occurring calamities, Hundreds of | 
thousands of dollars have been lost this | 
year by forest fires ; Government lands 
have been cleared in one night of valuable 
treasure ; timber limits held py men who 
could not afford the loss, have been re- 
duced to ashes, whilst magnificient sawing 
mills haye been endangered or destroyed | 
by the forest fires raging in their vicinity. | 
Not only has the loss of property been in- 
calculable, but many men—during a hard | 
season—have been thrown out of employ- | 
ment, and the general yerdict is that if 
year after year these fires are suffered to 
continue, what might with proper care be 
saved to the country will prove at the end 
but a barren waste, crippling the financial 
resources of the two provinces, ruining | 
those who have speculated in limits and | 
seriously embarrassing the general welfare 
of the district.

BAD, MANAGEMENT. 


The result of the investigation of the af- 
fairs of the Jacques Cartier Bank is any- 
thing but satisfactory, and must prove a 
very serious blow to the hopes of theshare- 
holders, Mr. Barbeau, who was entrusted 
with the task of examining the correctness 
of the accounts, submitted his statement 
on Tuesday, and according to the Montreal 


e 


papers, seems to have performed his work 
with every care and skill. In commenting 
upon this report, the Star reflects pretty 
seyerely upon the management. It says 
that not only have the stockholders been 
deceived, but the Government and the pub- 
lic as well. ‘* The discrepancies which ap- 
pear between the published monthly state- 
ments of the affairs of the bank and the 
actual state in which Mr, Barbeau found 
those affairs, are sufticient to cast suspicion 
upon all similar statements. According to 
the books of the bank, on the day of sus-

Testing Milk. 

A system of testing inilk, either for im- 
purities or dilution, has been devised by 2 
dairy-nian in Alleghany county, of which 
we have the following description from «a 
correspondent of the Country Gentleman: 

It consistsof a series of small cups 
arranged in a water-bath or receptacle, so 
that the contents of the vats may be heated 
vither by steam or water. As the milk 
comes to the factory, a given quantity is 
taken from each patron’s can and heated 
in these cups until a temperature of about 
90 degrees Fah, is reached, At this tem- 
perature it is found by practical experi- 
ment that the smell of garlic, putridity 
fover o-diseaso of the udder will each wn 
wistakably manifest itself by developing 
the peculiar odor which characterizes 
of theso impurities. Wheneyer milk is 
found to be unsound, it may be rejected 
60 as not to leaven the whole yat of good 
milk with which it comes in contact, and 
at the same time thecause ofthe impurities 
can be made the subject of investigation. 
“If the milk shows no signs of being un- 
sound or in « bad condition, butis suspect- 

ed of being skimmed or diluted with water, 
the sample in each cup is coagulated by 
adding rennet, the curd compressed toe: 
pel the whey, and the curd then weighed. 
By knowing the standard weight of the 
curd of a given quantity of milk, and com- 
paring it with the sample tested, the v 
ation shows the amount of water which 
has been added, or to what extent it has 
been skimmed, and the percentage may be 
deducted from such patron's milk. 

Thus the difficulty heretofore encoun- 
tered by adding sugar, salt, or any other 
ingredient, to increase the specific gravity 
of watered milk, er by adding water to 
skimmed milk (two points in which the 
lactometer entirely Kis, and which coulds 
be detected only by a thorough chemical 
analysis), is wholly obviated, and dishone 
patrons cannot escape detection in their 
Trandulant practi Experiments with 
the above “tester” hive revealed not only 
putridity, but milk that has been skimmed; 
other samples that have been watered, 
with sugar and annatto added. 


Preparation of Bones for use as 
Manure. 

As some inembers were anxious to ob- 
tain directions for the aration of dis- 
solved bones, he consideredthat it would 
be useful to give some advice on the sub- 
ject. He would recommend the farmers 
to adopt the following plan; Place in a 
wooden trough or tub the bones, broken 
into as small pieces as possible, and pour 
upon them one-third of the weight of boil- 
ing water, and having steamed the 
so ag to render the bones complete 
add one-third of the weight 
bones of sulphuric acid and the common 
Yitrol of the bleacher ; then mix the ma- 

’ terials completely by stirring thom with a 
wooden shovel or old spade. The mixture 
tay be conveniently made in anold sugar 
hogshead, and should be allowed to + 
main some weeks previous to bei used, 
It may be mixed, if necessa with dry 
peat, mould, or real charcoal, or with saw- 
dust ; but lime should not be added to it. 
By carefully following these directions the 
farmer py obtain a compound of high fer- 
tilizing value and superior to 
Specimens of dissolved bones offere 
sale, The addition of slaked lime and soap 
boiler's refuse, which some persons  oces 
sionally nse, should be avoided, By em- | 
Ploying the bones as described, the manure 

will be found to contain a large amount of | 
soluble phosphate, which very few of th 
advertised manures afford.—Dy

GRAND JUNCTION RAILWAY. 


We understand that negotiations ave in 
progress for tle immediate resumption of 
the construction of the Grand Junction 
Railway to Peterboro, From what we can 
learn, it is intended to abandon the scheme 
of asking for a loan of $100,000 from Belle- 
ville, and instead, to ask Peterboro and 
Belleville to give a bonus of $50,000 each 
towards the completion of the road. The 
details of the scheme are not before us, 
but we believe the proposition to be sub- 
stantially this:—Responsiblo parties agree 
to complete the road to Peterboro this fall, 
and haye it thoroughly equipped and in} 
running order, if these two municipalities | 
will unitedly agree to give a bonus of $100,- 
000—the road to be completed as far 9 
Peterboro and thoroughly equipped before | 
any amount of the bonus is paid. 


It is pretty certain something will haye 
to bedone by Belleville to save what she 
has already invested in this Road, and to 
secure the vast advantages which its con- 
struction will be to this Town and Cour 
Unless that sometliing is done, the road 
will be abandoned, the $100,000 will be 
lost, the trade which the road would bring 
to Belleville would be diverted into other 
channels, and we will lose the golden op- 
portunity of becoming the first Commercial 
City in Central Ontario. If the inyest- 
ment of $50,000 by Belleville will secure 
the building and equipment of the road to 
Peterboro, this fall, and proper and sufli- 
cient guarantees are given by the parties 
who propose to build the road, that it will 
he kept open and run between these places, 
and with the further guarantee of its ex- 
terision to the Georgian Bay, by using the 
Midland Road, or by any otlier feasible 
route, we do not think there will be two 
opinions as to the course he pursued, 
The vast majority of the ratepayers, al- 
though now heavily taxed, would prefer to 
be taxed a trifle more than’ to lose the 
road altogether, However, when the 
scheme is properly Inid before the people, 
we shall be better prepared to discuss its 
merits,

The Hifect of Arotic Cold on Man, 


iout. Payer, tho Austrian Arctic ex- 
eaiea, oan the London Medical Record 
hak been laying some of the results of 8 
explorations before the Geographical Soci- 
oty of Vienna. Referring to tho influence 
of extrome cold on the human organism, he 
related that on March 14, 1874, he and his 
companions made a slodge journey over the 
Semiklar glacier, in order to make obser- 
_yation of Francis Joseph land. On that 
day the cold marked 40 degrees (Reaumur) 
below zero. Notwithstanding this intense 
cold AL Payer and a Tyroleso went out be- 
fore sunriso to make observations and 
sketch. The sunrise was magnificent ; the 
gun seemed surrounded, as it doos at a 
high degree of cold, by small suns, and its 
ight a ppeard more dazzling from the con- 
trast of the extreme cold. The travellers 
were obliged to pour rum down their 
throats so as not to touch the edge of the 
metal cups, which would have been as dan- 
gerous as if they had been red hot; but 
the xum had lost all of its strength and li- 
quidity and was as flat and thick as oil. It 
was impossible to smoke either cigars or 
tobacco in short pipes, for very soon noth- 
ing butapicec of ice remamed in the 
mouth, The metal of the instruments was 
just like red-hot iron to the touch, 
as were “some lockets, which somo 
of the travelers romantically, but impru- 
dently, continued to wear next the skin. 
M. Payer says that so great an amount of 
cold paralyzes the will, and that under its 
influence men, from the unsteadiness of 
their gait, their stammoring talk, and the 
slowness of their mental operations, seem 
as if they were intoxicated. Another 
wffect of cold isa tormenting thirst, which 
is due to the evaporation of the moisture 
of the body, It is unwholesome to use 
snow to quench the thirst, as it brings on 
inflammation of the throat, palate and 
tongue. Besides, enough can never be 
taken to quench the thirst,as a tempera- 
ture of thirty dogrees to forty degrees be- 
low zero makes it taste like molten metal. 
Snow-eaters in the North are considered as 
feeble and effeminate, in the same way as 
an opiumeaterin the East. Tho groups 
of travellers who traversed the snow fields 
were surrounded by thick vapors formed 
hy the emanations from their bodies, which 
became condensed, notwithstanding the 
furs in which the travellers were enveloped. 
These vapors fell to the ground with a 
slight noise, frozen into the form of small 
atmosphere 
thick, impenetrable and dark. Notwjth- 
standing the humidity of the air, a dis- 
cable sensation of dryness was felt. 

‘very sound diffused itself to a very long 
distance, an ordinary conversation could 
he heard at a hundred paces off, while the 
report of guns from the top of high moun- 
tains could scarcely be heard. 

Mr. Payer explains his phenomenon by 
the large quantity of moisture in the Arctic 
atmosphere. Meat could be chopped and 
mercury used in the shape of balls. Both 
‘smell and taste become greatly enfecbled 
in these latitudes, strength gives way 
under the paralyzing influence of the cold, 
the eyes involuntarily close and become 
frozen, When Iomocotion stops the sole of 
the foot becomes insensible. It is some- 
what curious that the beard does not freeze 
but this is explained from the air expired 
falling immediately transformed into snow. 
The cold causes dark beards to become 
lighter ; the secretion of the eyes and nose 
always increases, whilethe formation of the 
prespiration entirely ceases. The only pos- 
sible protection against the cold is to be 
very warmly clothed, and to endeavor as 
much as possible to prevent the condensa- 
tion of the atmosphere, while the much 
vaunted plan of anointing and blackening 
the body are pronounced to have no real 
value.

__ Steel Rust.—To remove rust from steel 

immerse the article to be cleaned (for a few 
ininutes, wntil all the dirt and rust is tak- 
en off,) in a strong solution of cyanide of

A Fasr Matt Trarn,—vU, §, Post Office 
Superintendent Bangs is said to be o 
pleting arrangements fora lightning mail 
train from New York to the West, to com- 
mence on the Ist of October next. 
train is to leave New York every morning 
at foura, m. ; no passengers or freight will 
be taken, the only cars being the mail cars. 
The run to Niagara Falls will be made 
without stoppage, atan ayerage speed of 
404 miles per hour. Patent appliances call- 
ed ‘‘ catchers,” will be fitted to the cars, 
and these catchers will deposit and pick 
up mail-bags at every station without stop- 
ping.

About 12 o'clock at night DeMars and 
Gorman came back to the city afc ot, mak- 
ing a sorry appearance, and meeting a re- 
porter of the Palladiwn on the East side 
one of them said to him: “Three of us 
were ontina boat, andone of us was 
drowned.” On “being asked who was 
drowned, the fellow replied “‘nibsey,”” 
meaning Queal. They also went to the 
police office and reported that Queal was 
drowned by the upsetting of the boat, The 
Palladium of the following day, June 23, 
gave the following account of the alleged 
drowning, which was substantially the 
statement made by DeMars and Gorman : 

HOW QUEAL WAS DROWNED. 

At about ten o'clock, when the boat had 
reached a point something like four miles 
below this city and about one mile from 
land, it suddenly capsized, precipitating 
the young men into the water, The Doat, 
it seems missed stays, and finding it would 
not go about, Gorman shipped an oar to 
leeward and pulled until the sail had partl 
filled on the other tack. When the sail 
went over it went with a rush, for the wind 
was rather strong off the low land, and be- 
fore the sheet could be cast adrift, the bel- 
lying sail carried the boat over until it filled 
and turned bottom up. 


Gorman says when he rose he saw Queal 
clinging to the bow of the boat, but De Mars 
was floundering in the water and unable to 
reach the boat withont assistance. Striking. 
out for De Mars, Gorman soon assisted him 
to the bottom of the boat, and then turning 
around discovered that Queal had disap- 
peared. It is thought that Queal must have 
been struck by the boom when it jibed, and 
injured so that he relaxed his hold in a mo- 
ment after catching on to the bow, and sunk 
without a murmur, while Gorman was res- 
cuing De Mars. After paddling about for 
some time without finding any trace of their 
lost companion, Gorman and De Mars head- 
ed the boat for the shore, and after long

$3,000 ACCIDENT INSURANCE. 

In the course of looking up the facts of 
the alleged drowning, the reporters found 
that on the 22d Queal hed obtained an ac- 
cident ticket, good fortwo days, in ‘the 
swum of $3,000 of Shephard & Stillman, 
insurance agents, it was represented at the 
solicitation of Mr, Warren, another insur- 
rance agent, with whom Queal was said to 
have been talking about a life policy, It 
was the talk that Warren suggested to 
Queal that he take out an accident policy 
| to cover the period necessary for the trans- 
mission of certain papers relating to the 
| life policy. 

CIRCUMSTANTIAL SUPPORT. 

To all appearances Queal had been 
drowned ; there was the explicit  affirma- 
tion of his companions that he was 
drowned ; the condition of the weather was 
such as to make it very probable that the 
whole party would be drowned if they 
went down the lake in that boat; Queal 
had appeared to be a decent sort of fellow 
and there was nothing known against him 
except that he was arrested Yast winter 
for selling the Syracuse Sunday News

The Business Outlook. 


From the Monetary Times, Aug. 200i. 


The one thing that will affect thecountry 
favorably or unfavorably for the next year 
is the présent harvest, and that has so far 
progressed that we may consider italmost 
certain we shall secure, in Ontario, good 
crops in good condition. ‘That there are 
very large crops on the ground “is univer- 
sally admitted ; and large quantities of bar- 
ley and fall wheat have been got in, dt in 
s0 bright and dry a condition as we 4roped. 
for a few weeks ago, but stillin good work- 
ing condition. The weather has been vari- 
able of Jate, and we have had showery days 
when sunshine would have been preferable. 
But the rain was not serious. We have 
had nothing like the continnous rainy days 
that have damaged the crops of land. 
And we may be especially thankful that we 
haye escaped the continuous downfall that 
swept oyer some of the grain producinj 
States, and raised riyers into Ht 8 


is 
esolating 
torrents that carried away the crops of 
whole districts. These districts were not — 
far away. Tho weather is generally not 
yery different in Indiana and Ohio from 
that which prevails here, We,could not, 
therefore, have been surprised if Ontario 
had been visited in the same way. In that 
case, we might have had @ period of con- 
tinuous calamity. 

But, so far from that, the showers that 
have come, haye been only sufficient to 
produce some little loss of brightness in 
our grain.. The substance of it js not in- 
jured at all. The really valuable per of 
our barley is not affected in the slightost 
degree, and our fall wheat is.as little in- 
jured as the barley. Besides this, therain 
sre had a really beneficial influence on the 
grass, on the root crops, and on. sprinj 
wheat and oats. Spring wheat itis wo! 
known, is now our most valuable cpp. It 
has long been more reliable thant fall, and 
from improvements in its quality, there 
has not been the great. difforence a: prico 
that formerly provailed between it and 
white wheat, The weather for the last 
veock lias bech very good. Day after day 
of warmth and sunshine, with ait oecasion- 
al shower, have passed. over the country, 
and the process of ripening and ingather- 
ing has made most satisfactory progress. 
In another week or two the great bulk of 
our crop will be in, and if these ara weeks 
of fine weather, all anxiety as to the har- 
vest will be over. 

Assuming that these two aro fayorablo 
weeks, what will then be che condition of 
the country! ‘This is an all-important 
question, and wo have every dosire to con- 
sider it with the gravity that it deserves.

Removal of Col, Baker to Prison 


Tho London Daily News of Aug. 5 says: 
—‘ For more than three hours subsequent 
to the vordict and sentence being pronotine- 


ed in the trial just concluded at the Town 
Hall,Croydon, the excitement inthe High 
atreet thore was intonso ; and it is aflirmod 
that at no previous assize in the county has 
so much piiblic interest beon shown. From 
the li crowd that was assembled outside 
the hall and in the vicinity of the High 
street, tho officials were somewhat perplox- 
ed as to tho best course to bo piortie in 
the removal of the prisoner ; and when, at 
7.15, aclosod carriago, drawn by two 
horses, was stationed at the front entrance 
the crowd pressed forward, apparontly in- 
tent on getting a sight of the intended oo- 
cupants, In afew minutes Miss Dickinson 
whose appearance drew forth some chber- 
ing, stepped into the yehicle, and was driv- 
“on with some difficulty to the Greyhound 
Tun, where she had been staying, accom- 
nied by her mother, two sisters, and her 
rother. Her mother was much affected, 
and had to be assisted to the carriage. It 
was arranged that the same vehicle that 
had conveyed Miss Dickinson from tho 
court should be employed in the removal 
of tho prisoner, In the meantime a ruse 
was practised bythe police in order to 
draw off the attention of tho excited crowd. 
An ordinary cab was engaged and taken to 
the back entrance in Surrey street, where 
the van is usually taken forthe removal of 
»prisoners. About fifty police constables 
moved inthe saine direction, and there 
were mounted police on either side of the 
cab. This proceeding induced the crowd to 
go in the same direction. An opportunity 
was thus afforded of bringing up the car- 
riage already refered to, to the entrance in 
the High street, and comparatively few 
people were cognizant of the prisoners de- 
rture. He was driven to Horsemonger 
a jail, the only persons accompanying 
him being Mr, John Keen, the governor, 
and one of the warders. On passing from 
the hall to the vehicle he did not escape 
recognition, and disgraceful cries of “Bravo, 
Baker !’ were heard. The prisoner's wife 
was, it is said,in an upper part of the build- 
ing, inconnection with the hall, and the 
prisoner hada interview with her at the 
close of the trial. Since the trial a large 
black dog has remained in front of the 
town hall, howling throughout the night, 
and was stationed there late on Tuesday 
night."

Viewing the whole 
circumstances connected with tho elections 
of 1872, few will say that M. Langevin has 
not pursued a wise and discreet course, 
His retirement, after the defeatofthe Min- | 
istry of which ho was a prominent member, 
from public life, gave credence to the 
charges which were insin uated, rather than 
openly made, in sucha manner as not to en- 
able him to reach the parties who charged 
him with so grave an offence. The receiv- 
ing of a large sum of money for the purpose 
of using in the different constituencies jvas 
bad enough, though both parties wero at | 
the time fighting with the same weapons, 
but it would be infinitely worse to) drag 
before the public the names of those among 
whom he distributed the money. The nice

The Trade of Montreal, 


The annual report of the Commerce of 
Montreal for the year 1874, which has just 
beon published in pamphlet form, exhibits in 
its arrangemont and fullness a great deal of 
arc on tho part of Mr. Patterson, the Sec- 
retary ofthe Board of Trade. The usual 
tables scattered throughout the work give 
details as to the quantity and value of our 
productions, and show where the results of 
last year’s trade compare unfavorably with 
the business of 1873. Apart from the general 
information of a foreign nature, and the ep- 
itomized report of Dominion trade Inst year, 
the publication deals especially with each de- 
partment of trade inthe city of Montreal. 
As regards, produce, it may be interesting to 
know that the arrivals of flour at the port for 
the year were 1,075,292 barrels, being a de- 
crease of 55,313 barrels, as compared with 
the previous year; while in wheat there was 
adecrease—by both the Grand Trank and 
the Lachine Canal—of 2,096,217 bushels in 
the same period. This was due to the stocks 
detained in this country and the West, and 
which are only now being moved to the sea- 
board. The recorded receipts of peas and 
barley onthe other hand shown yery 
important increase, and inthe case of the 
former it nmonnted to 638,777 busle's. It 
may be hardly necessary to state that tho 
shipments of flour and wheat during the year 
suffered a corresponding decline. The pro- 
vision trade was not exempt from the general 
lepression. The quantity of pork packed in 
1874, was 3,705 barrels less than in 1673, 
and its outlet tothe Ottawa Valley 
District was in a measure checked 
by the lumbering interest obtaining 
the most .of their supplies directly 
from the West, Turning to dairy products 
we find that in butter only 93,060 kegs were 
received in that city, against 136,187 kegs in 
the former year. Cheesa also met with a 
slight reduction, as the receipt of 375,903 
boxes only was recorded against 383,821 for 
1873. This falling off cannot, as in the case 
of cereals, be attributed to stocks being left 
in the country, but rather to curtailment in 
production, owing to unsatisfactory prices 
abroad. Of the imports of the city we have 
not so much reason to apenk, as the crab-like 
movement of the iron, dry-goods, and many 
branches of the grocery trade, have already 
necessarily engaged a fair sharo of attention. 
It may be deemed sufficient to state that the 
value of imported «ry-goods was $13,688,056, 
while in 1873 the total was 311}633,140 ; that 
in teas, 6,323,121 Ibs., with a value of $1,- 
691,414 were imported, against 5,092 
of $1,663,387 valuo in 1873.

The Insurrection in Turkey.

The importance of the revolution in the 


the attitude to be assumed by the great 
powers of Europe. Servia and Montenegro 
are governed by semi-independent Princes, 
under guarantees by tho great powers. 
These would form a nuclous for an inde- 
pendent State, of which Herzegovina, Bos- 
nia, and Croatia, mere Provinces, may pos- 
sibly become members, In all these polit- 
ical divisions of the Empire, the Christians 
greatly outnumber the Moslems. In Her- 
zegovina, for example, there are nearly two 
hundred thousand who belong to the Greek 
Church; about fifty thousand are Rdman 
Catholics, and only sixty thousand are Mos- | 
lems. These have the active sympathy of 
tho Slavic races along the ‘Military Fron- | 
tier” of Austria, and their subjugation, if 
a revolt were persisted in, would be almost 
impossible for Turkey.

witnesses, To accomplish this the Post- 
master General is applied to, and, always 
ready to use the power of office to aid their 
friends, this official comes to the rescue and 
yolunteers statements which it was hoped 
might throw discredit upon Murphy's tes- 
timony—sway the judgment of the Judge — 
and save Barney Devlin from disqualifica- 
tion for the next seven years. Upon this 
question the Gazette properly remarks :— 
“The testimony of Thomas Murphy in the 
recent trial may be trustworthy or other- 
wise. With that we have nothing to do. 
The case isin the hands of the learned 
Judge, and any expression of opinion from 
the press would be in the highest degree 
improper. That Judge Mackay realizes 
fully the great responsibility that has been 
thrown upon him, is sufficiently evident 
from the request made by him on Satur- 
day that the respondent should argue the 
case, That argument will take place this 
morning, and the judgment will follow 
very shortly afterwards. But in relation 
to the attempt of the Herald to discredit 
the evidence of Murphy, there is this 
that may with much propriety be said: 
There was abundant time between the 
giving of that testimony and the closing 
of the case to have obtained the evidence 
of the Postmaster-General or the officers of 
the department, if that was of any value. 
To pretend that a telegram has now been 
received which proves that the correspond- 
ence from the department was not intend- 
ed for this Thomas Murphy but for one 
William Murphy, is simply to excite sus- 
picion that Murphy’s testimony in the box 
was strictly and literally true, so true with- 
in the knowledge of the respondent him- 
self, that ho has been rendered desperate 
in his efforts to get rid of it. Mr. Devlin 
swore that he had so many applications for 
office that he had to employ a stenographer 
to enable him to answer the letters. It is 
not improbable, therefore, that he may 
have recommended a William Murphy for 
4ppointment, But that sucha recommen- 
dation had nothing todo with this case is 
proved by two circumstances, Inthe first 
place, Mr. Devlin himself swore that he 
was interesting himself for one Thomas 
Murphy, but not the witness into whose 
hands the correspondence fell by mistake. 
That negatives the idea that it was William 
Murphy, in whose behalf he interested him. 
self ; and, in the second place, the cor- 
respondence from the pro- 
duced Court was addressed to 
Thomas Murphy, and therefore it could 
have had no relation to the William Mur- 
phy case, referred to in the protended tele- 
gram.

_ At Yale the traveller up the country is shut 
in by the “canyons” of the Frasor, and for 
many miles passes through the most sublime 
scenery. Ax he rides along, on the very mar- 
gin of the river, and gazes either downward 
‘or upward, heis lost in wonder or admiration 
at lis surroundings. At his yery ieet—in 
many places underneath him—rushes or boils 
the mighty river ;on cither hand rise the 
Mountains, snow-clad to their summits, and 
with innumerable little streams leaping from 

rock torock as they rush down the sides, 
From Yalo to Boiton Bar—a distance of 
twenty-five miles—thore ib a constant succes- 
sion of fine views, which throw into the shade 
the much lauded scenery of the Central Paci- 
fic through the Nevadas. Just before rench- 
‘ing Boiton’s Bar, the first mountain, which 
prevents the Pacific rains from reaching the 
interior, rears itself to the height of at least 
4,000 fect. Eighteen miles farther on, Jackass 
mountain closes in the valley and cuts off tho 
little remaining moisture, so that the 
country above the mountains has the appear: 
ance ofan arid desert. The Cariboo road 
s over this mountain, and at the highest 
point iv 1,000 fect above the water, rove ace 
tually overhangs it, Lytton is a miserable 
place, consisting of a ae tumble-down old 
cabing, situated at the confluence of the Fraser 
and Thompson rivers. Scarcely a green 
thing greets the eye ; sage buslies, pebbles 
and dust are the prominent characteristics of 
the locality. The white female population is 
composed of five ladies, but the male popu- 
lation is considerably in excess of that. Many 
Tndians prexe 1eaneng about, and as I was 
Tearing the village fully onc hundred others 
arrived from the upper country, monnted on 
Potties, dresser in every imaginable style, and 
with every varicty of garment, Almost every 
pony, carried double, generally the lady in 
ront and the gentleman in rear holding on to 
hor taper (?) waist, As they filed past I 
raised. my hatand gave them a cheer and 
turned my face up the Thompson. I learned 
thoy were to hold a great “Potlatch” (freo 
food) xt day, and many of these had 
ridden one hundred miles to attend it. 


During our noxt stage the ‘Prickloy Pear’ 
hegan to appear and everything betokencd a 
land of drought. At Cook's Ferry—where I 
remained two days—there is somo farming 
done by means of irrigation, and excellent 
crops are raised, but without water nothing 
can be done, as rain scarcely ever falls, At 
thia pointthe “trail” to the Nicolo Valley 
leaves the Thompson and wind up the Nicolo 
rivor for probably forty miles. In conver- 

" sation with scttlers from the valley I learned 
that there wore a number of Canadian settlers 
‘in the valley, and that they were doing well 
and were pleased with the country. One of 
tay informants said thore was room for about 
ten additional settlers, but no more. Nearly 
all the sottlera are stock raiscrs, and prefer 
awido cattle range to neighbors. Cattle and 
horses ‘winter out and come out fat in the 
spring—so say the scttlers— but to meit seems 
wiser to house them, as I noticed that many 
of them had loft out their bones last winter. 
“Any person going to the Nicolo Valley can 

‘eave Victoria on Friday morning, and reach 
Yale, at tho head of navigation, on Sunday 

noon. From Yale to Cook's Ferry is exactly 
tighty miles, which he can travel'in one day 
ithe wishes, ‘Travelling is very expensive 
here, and fifty dollars is the lowest figure 
necessary to reach Cook's Farry. One dollar | 
per meal, and twenty-five conta for a ‘drink’ | 
will soon ran away with spare cash, and fow 
there be that abstain from the latter. 

The poople of the mainland are much more | 
loyal than their brethren of Vancouver. One 
hears less about roe and more about the 
development of the country, In the upper 
country the sentiment ‘is on the side of 
country; in Victoria the only patriotiam is | 
that of the pocket. Our statesmen. ought to |

Cause or THE Ratys.—The incessant 
rains all over the Continent this season are 
accounted for by the presence of the enor- 
mons fields of Arctic ice floating about in 
the Atlantic, borne down fromthe north 
by the open water probably caused by a 
mild winter and early spring. This great 
mass of ice, drifting into the lower latitudes, 
is rapidly melting, and the vapors arising 
from it are drawn to the land, yielding the 
abundant rain that has flooded the valleys, 
and so seriously interfered with harvesting 
operations, The land gathering more heat 
than the ocean, and givingit out also more 
freely, warms and rarefies the air upon it, 
and the cold vapors: from the melting.ice 
rush in and fill the vacnum thus constantly 
created by the summer heats. This 
may account in a great measnre for the ex- 
ceptionally cool and pleasant weather which 
has made the passing season so enjoyable ; 
and if it is acorrect explanation, the rain 
may yet continue as it has done for some 
weeks yet, until the ice masses are all 
melted, or havé passed further south.

THE ABORTION CASE, 
“Dr.” Davis’ Second Victim. 


THY EVIDENCE TAKEN AT THR CORONER'S IK-

That statement was 
erroneous, but fuller particulars were un- 
obtainable at the time, Catherine Laing 
was the daughter of the late G, H. Cozzens, 
of this city: Sho was the wife of Geo. H. 
Laing, but for two years previous to her 
death had heen separated from him. The 
fruits of their marriaga were two children, 
a boy and girl, both livitig. About tho Int 
{of June last Catherine Laing left this city 

and went to the house of Dr. Arthur Davis, 
in Toronto, Davin’ first wifé was a sister 
of deceased, and his present. wife a cousin. 
At the time, it was rumored among many 
who were acquainted with the family, that 
the woman had gone to Dayis for the pur- 
pose of procuring abortton. What or who - 
gave riso to this rumor, has not yet been 
disclosed, Immediately after the late To- 
ronto abortion came to light, the police au- 
thorities commenced to look into the cause 
| of CatharipoLaing’s death. Detective New- 
hall, of Toronto, Detective McPherson, of 
this city, and our Chief of Police, took the 
affair in hand, and yesterday's examination 
was the first result of their work. On the 
| 10th day of June last, the remains of Cath- 
erine Laing were brought from Dayis' house 
in Toronto, and on the 11th of June inter- 
red in the Hamilton cemetery, 


THE INQUEST. 


The coroner, chief of police, detectives 
and a jury assembled at i Morris’ ho! 
situated on the York street road, yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of holding an in- 
quest. The following gentlemen composed 
the jury :—

‘* Sun, —Being satistied that my late wife, 
Catherine Laing, who died on or about the 
9th day of Juno last, in the city of Toron- 
| to, at the residence of Arthur’ Dayjs, and 
who was buried in this fityion)the lth 
| day of June last, didmot die’in a natural 
manner, and belicyingithere has been somo 
| foul play in the matter, d hereby demand 
| that you, as one of Her Majesty's coroners 
in and for the County of Wentworth, do — 
take such steps as may be necessary to 
cause a thorough investigation to be held. 

“G. H. Laine.” 

The coroner further remavked that ten 
days ago the Chief of Police and Detective 
MéPherson came to him and said they had 
received a telegram froin Toronto, statin, 
| that a young woman liad died at Dr. Davia’ 
| house, Toronto, and the body brought to 
this city by a Hamilton wndertaker ; that 
it was asserted the remains were not taken 
to the house of the deconsed’s mother, and 
that friends were not permitted to seo the 
body. Tadyised them to make inquiries 
—they haye done so, and, as a result, the 
body of Catherine Lamg will now be ex- 
| humed, and this jury will view it, for the 
purpose of determining whether death en- 
| sued in any way from foul play.

“The jury, upon their oaths, say that 
the said Catherine Laing came to her 
death from the effects of an abortion pro- 
duced at the house of Arthur Davis, in the 
city of Toronto, and from the medical 
and other evidence produced before us, 
your jury are of opinion that said abortion 
was produced by undue violence in the 
use of instruments.” 


Tt may be as well to state hero that the | 


body was brought to this city without 
secrocy ; the funeral service was read by 
the Rev. Rural Dean Geddes, and the re- 
mains interred in conscrated ground. Mr, 
Amor is connected with Blatchford’s 
undertaking establishment in this city, 
and his being connected with the case may 
be in that way accounted for. Our Chief 
of Police and Detective McPherson and 
Detective Newhall deserve all credit for 
the very masterly manner in which they 
have worked up this dark affair, and 
brought to light one more of the numerous 
atrocious crimes committed by Arthur 
Davis.

Mitwaukee, Aug, 27,—In Franklin, in this 
State yesterday morning, the body of Thomas 
McCarty was found in a saloon kept by a man 
name Bowman, Subsequently 
committed suicide, presumably from remorse 
at having killed McCarty ; the two had been 
drinking. 

New York, Aug. 27.A special despatch 
from Baltimore, states that the firm of Stir- 
ling, Ahrens & Co., which suspended yester- 
day, have imported since the first of January 
50,000 hogsheads of sugar and 40,000 hogs- 
heads of molasses, which is nearly two-thirds 
as much as their entire trade for 1874. They 
have been carrying great quantities of molasses 
at a heavy loss ever since the commencement 
of the year; the market price not paying for 
the manufacture. Their principal Baltimore 
creditors are Brown & Son, bankers, and 
Bonninger Bros., shippers. Tho Browns are 
creditors to the amount of about $300,000, 
and it was their refusal to make a further loan 
of $150,000 that precipitated the suspension : 
besides their importing trade, Stirling, Ahrens 
& Co,, have largely exported flour and pro- 
visions to the West Indies, and are conse- 
quently in debt to the flour trade and packers. 
The tirm own the Chesepeake and Merchant 
refineries, they leased the Maryland and 
operated the Calvert for the owner, All ex- 
cept the latter they converted into molasses 
refinories, and so accumulated the heavy stock 
that broke them down, They also own a 
large barrel factory, and nine vessels engaged 
in the trade with Cuba and Brazil, Their 
coffee business has not been great of late, and 
has not affected their interests.

Mix chaff with corn or beans, and do 
not give the latter alone, because it makes 
the horse chew his food more and digest 
it better. 

Hay or grass alone will not support “a 
horse under hard work, because there is 
no sufficient nutritive body in cither. 
Whema horse is worked hard its food 
should be chiefly oats—if not worked hard 
its food should be  chietly..hay—because 
oata supply more nourishment and flesh- 
pean material than any other kind of 
food.; hay not so much.

tors’ Report for 1873 can be had at the Clerk's 
In the Report for 1873 
it will be seen at the foot of page 61 that the 
913,38 is therein placed as due by the Gov- 
ernment 3lst Dec’r 1873, while in the Trea- 
surer’s day-beok isan entry charging tho 
amount to the Merchants’ Bank in cash in De- 
cember 1873; and this entry has been checked 
by the Auditors, The term checked in audit- 
ing moans that the entry has been considered 
correct, and passed over or examined in that 
way, There is auditing for you, Mr. Editor! 
When the Report for 1874 was handed in, I 
found, to my surprise, that the $913,38 was 
not accounted for; and I found the amount 
struck out from thestatement of assets. What 
the Auditors for 1874 had for 
striking out an asset placed in the statement 
for 1873, withont accounting for the receipt 
of the money, is for them to explain. When 
I found the money had not been accouated for 
in the Audit for 1874, I spoke to Mr. Bentley 
about it, He thought it was accounted for in 
cash, but that through mistake it was not 
credited to the Harbor, A day or two after- 
| wards Mr. Bentley came to me and stated that 
it waa not accounted for in the accounts at all. 
I then asked him to go to the Banks, and if 
he could not trace it out there, to write to the 
Receiver General about the matter. Mr, 
Bentley said he would, and that he would call 
and let me know the result, He did not re- 
turn, however. The next time I heard of the 
matter from the Auditors was at a meeting of 
the Finance Committee, at which I was pre- 
sent, although not a member of that Commit- 
tee. At this mecting they produced the day- 
book and pointed out that little deceitful en- 
try in Dec’r 1873, which their expanded minds 
could not comprehend. This was the first 
proof that I had of the amount being paid in 
1873, and to make mysolf quite sure of the 
matter, I went to Mr, Tannahill’s office the 
following morning to examine the day-book 
as to this entry.

HOW TH POLE 18 TO BE REACHED: 
Lonvon, Aug, 30. 
Late advices from the Polar expedition 
have been received from the west coast of 
Greenland, Tho Alertjand the Discovery 
haye arrived at Di: Both sailed from 
Rittenbank on July 17th for Upernavik. 
All well. Preparations had been made for 
pushing on as far north as possible in the

A letter written by a member of the 
Polar expedition on board the steamer Dis- 
coyory,previous to her departure from Ret- 
tenbank,Greenland, says :—‘‘ After leaving 
Upernavik we strike out into the ice in Mel- 
ville Bay, which is the most dangerous part 
of the voyage. When we reach open water 
at the entrance of Smith's Sonnd we make 
for Carey’s Island, and then proceed up 
Smith’s Sound, making a running survey 
of both shores. We shall visit Capt. Hall 
at Polaris Bay, and thea make for our 
winter’ quarters. The Alert, ; howoyer, 
will push on as far towards the Pole as 
possible without being beset, and sub- 
sequently return towards us, wintering not 
more than 200 miles from the Discovery. 
Both vessels will then survey with sledge 
before the severe winter comes on. In the 
spring, two of our lieutenants, with sledge 
parties, will join the Alert, whien the start 
with six 
sledgos, One sled willleaye the party and 
return every weok, and so on, transferring 
its surplus provisions to the others, When 
the exploring party is thus reduced to one 
sledge, that will push on alone and reach
